vanished. ‘ 

The three 1 brought home, and, 
afler keeping them for a while in a 
small “vivarium, turned them out 
upon the wall of the sunk ditsh in 
the garden. They lived in its 
crevices for a while, and one day my 
old eat, Katie, of lamented memory, 
It was one 
of the Jizards, which I had dabbed 
“Jimmy,” and Jimmy was delivered 
minus ita tail! 


Many Jizards, including our little, 


friend and the — slow-worm—that 
legless, snukelike lizard which is so 


often mitaken for a “polsonous 
adder''—have the power to break off 
their tail in) moments of stress. 
The disvurded tail, still charged 


with muscular energy, hops about 
for some ‘minutes after its owner 
‘hus thrown it aside, and even when 
ft has become quiet can be atimulat- 
ed to. fresh contortions by a prod 
or touch of a stick. Apparently 
thia device is useful when the lizard 
is attazked by predatory - birds or 
mammals, yet in Jimmy's ease the 
‘tail was thrown off in vain. It was 
the Hazard itself that old Katie 
brought to-me, not its uscless tail. 
T returned Jimmy to the garden 
wall (he was no whit the worse for 
his adventures), but a few weeks 
later Katie again captured him and 
brought him to me, but by now he 
had begun to grow a new tail. Once 
more he was taken back, and that 
was the last time I. saw him. 
It may be asked what is the na- 
tural foe of a creature like a lizard? 
It is the kestrel which makes the 
lizard keep ita little sharp eye cock- 
ed to the sky,-and so ready to make 
‘nu Hghtning dart for home. The 
policeman of the skies, who hovers 
“aloft on rapidly beating winga, 
scanning with keen “eyes the long 
grass of the mendows, the bare hill- 
sides, and the heathery moorlands, 
likes a dainty little Hzard as a 
change from voles, mice and shrews.

The frog and the tond can always 
be told apart by the sober, staid 
demeanour of the toad, which ‘never 
indulyes in flying hops, and the 
smart, aspect of the frog to say 
nothing of its ability to get over the 
ground.’ The frog, moreover, hay a 
smooth skin snd is prettily marked 
with fawns and brown, but the toad 
is rough and warty. 

Bealdes the common toad there is 
the matterjack, a small, greyish 
toad with a pale line down its back, 
but it is by no means frequent nor 
likely to be met. taking an evening 
stroll along the garden‘path. 11 is 
customary to decry ‘the toad’s ap- 
pearance, and it must be confessel 
that he is by ne means handsome, 
yet he has his beauty, in his eyes, 
whieh gleam as if with hidden fires 
and flash strange 
lights. 

Other common reptiles of our 
ditghes and wayside pools are the 
newts or efts, of which there are 
three species, twu being common, 
the great crested und the common
